Continuation Sheet 5, does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because of the following: 

Applicant has amended claims 15 and 18. The new limitation has already been considered in the prior Office actions, 
emphasize this point, Hein et al [US 6,198,816 B1] teaches a preferred embodiment for a clock recovery circuit 216 for use in this 
Invention is detailed in FIG. 5 and described below.: 

One section of the clock recovery circuit may be a phase locked loop ("PLL") circuit, consisting of 
phase/frequency detector 631, charge pump 532, resistor 533, capacitor 534, and voltage controlled oscillator ("VCO") 
535. The other section of the clock recovery block is data latch 542 operating outside the phase locked loop to re-time 
the digital data received across the isolation barrier. Circuitry for performing these functions is well known to those 
skilled in the art. See, for example, F. Gardner, Phaselock Techniques, 2d ed., John Wiley & Sons, NY, 1979; and R. 
Best, Phase-Locked Loops, McGraw-Hill, 1984, which are incorporated herein by reference. The data input to the receive 
system from the isolation capacitors may be derived from a differential signal present at the barrier by passing the 
differential signal through MOS input buffers (not shown), which are well known in the art, and providing a 
single-ended binary output signal 530 to the clock recovery circuit [col. 12, lines 59-67; col. 13, lines 1-10]. 

Clearly, Hein et al discloses a combination of cloek and charge pump for line powered DAA. 
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
